Make Modern Medicine Possible

The practice of modern medicine would be virtually im- 
possible without the aid of laboratory and medical 
technologists, according to Prof. Walter B. Wheatley ’69, ad- 


visor to the laboratory 
technology students at Auburn. 


Editor’s Note: This feature is the 
first of a series about Auburn’s 
programs which contribute to 
the health professions, either by 
training professionals or by 
providing the basic courses 
upon which professional studies 
are 


“The objective of laboratory and 
medical technology at Auburn 
University is to provide superior 
preparation to men and women 
who plan to enter various scien- 
tific fields as laboratory 
technologists.” But the training 
is also good preparation for 
other medical areas. Prof. 
Wheatley proudly lists three 
veterinary students, three 
medical students, and one den- 
tal student, all out of a recent 
graduating class of 35. 

“The Auburn lab tech 
program requires the students 
to take more chemistry, 
biological sciences, and physics 
than the national certifying 
board stipulates,” says Prof. 
Wheatley. He also points out 
that, following the one-year in- 
ternship which involves 40 
hours a week of lab and 
classroom work, 95 percent of 
Auburn graduates pass the 
national certifying exam on 
their first try, and they pass it 
well above the national average. 
Once a student completes his 
studies at Auburn, finishes his 
one-year internship, and passes 


the national certifying exam, he 
receives his medical 
technologist certification from 
the American Society of Clinical 
Pathologists, making him an 
MT, ASCP. 

In order for Auburn to main- 
tain its high standards not only 
in the lab tech field but in other 
health-related professions, a 
million dollar funding drive 
recently has beenjinitiated by 
the Alumni Association and the 
School of Arts and Sciences. The 
money going to laboratory 
technology will help add new 
equipment and replace old and 
worn out apparatuses. 


Greater Role for 
Med Technologist 


Recent purchases now allow 
Prof. Wheatley to offer a course 
in clinical laboratory in- 
strumentation: According to 
him, “In recent years increased 
emphasis has been placed upon 
the results of laboratory tests in 
the practice of medicine. This in- 
crease has made it mandatory 
that laboratory procedures be 
automated. However, there is 
still an incompatibility between 


automated methods and 


manual procedures. Even 
though we have made a step 
forward with the new in- 
strumentation course, much of 
our equipment is old and needs 
replacing. If we can’t stay up 
with or ahead of the ever- 
increasing role the laboratory 
technologist must play on the 
medical team we might as well 
get out of the business of train- 
ing them.” 


Prof. Wheatley also 
emphasizes that with the exten- 
sion of medical knowledge 
comes a greater role for the lab 
tech. “The newest form of 
laboratory technology is in the 
field of nuclear medicine where 
a lab tech graduate with ad- 
ditional special training can go 
on to be qualified as a nuclear 
medicine specialist. These 
nuclear specialists are responsi- 
ble for completing such tests as 
radioimmunoassay exams 
which involve mixing a radioac- 
tive substance with various 
body fluids to determine if the 
organ under study is func- 
tioning properly. Radioim- 
munoassays, cardic profiles, 
and enzyme determinations are 
the kinds of things today’s 
laboratory technologist must 


- know and which were never 


heard of twenty years ago.” 


Besides the medical field, 
Auburn lab tech graduates find 
employment in a wide range of 
professions: “I know of at least 
eight former students who are 
now working with the state tox- 
icologist and two who are doing 
environmental work (one with 
Alabama Power and one with 
Georgia Power). There is also 
one at the nuclear plant in 
Dothan and one at the National 
Center for Disease Control in 
Atlanta.” 


Although the job market for 
lab techs is as open or closed— 
depending on whether you’re an 
optomist or pessimist—as any 
professional field at this time, 
Prof. Wheatley says the biggest 
problem for lab tech grads is

Alumni Support— 


AAG Continues Growth 


The number of alumni and friends who participated in the 
Auburn Annual Giving program during 1976 increased 
slightly, as did the amount of their gifts. The 1976 total was 


$541, 926.99 from 3,704 gifts. In 
the 1975 annual giving year, 
3,564 gifts totaled $541,813.80. 

During the eleven years of 
AAG’s existence, alumni have 
channeled almost four million 
dollars through the program to 
support various Auburn 
academic endeavors. 

Alumni may designate their 
gifts for a special program or 
department, and during AAG’s 
lifetime the bulk of the gifts 
have been so specified. 
However, many givers indicate 
that Auburn is free to use their 
gift in the university’s current 
area of greatest need, and 
therefore they have insured that 
funds have been available for 
special use. 


For example, most of the un- 
designated money has gone into 
two special areas: the Alumni 
Professorship Program and the 
Auburn Student Loan Program. 
At the time AAG was instigated, 
many of Auburn’s best teachers 
were being lured away to other 
colleges and universities by 
salary increases. Alumni 
professorships were set up to 
counteract this drain from 
Auburn’s academic programs 
by insuring salary supplements 
for the designated alumni 


professors. Included were an 
alumni artist-in-residence and 
an alumni writer-in-residence. 
Currently the program has been 
stabilized with 15 alumni 
professors and the artist and 
writer-in-residence. 

A second major area of aid 
came about when the govern- 
ment loan program was cur- 
tailed, meaning that many 
Auburn students who had been 
able to secure such loans for 
college were no longer able to do 
so. The Alumni Association 
then established through the 
Annual Giving program a Stu- 
dent Loan Fund, which provides 
loan funds to Auburn students 
with the same guidelines of the 
government programs. 

A listing of 1976 contributors 
to Annual Giving begins on 
page 6. ° Special club 
designations such as 
President’s Club, Dean’s Club, 
Pacesetters’ Club, and Century 
Club recognize the donors of 
large contributions. The 68 
President’s Club members gave 
gifts of $1,000 or more; the 108 
Dean’s Club members’ gifts 
ranged from $500 through $999; 
the 91 Pacesetters’ gifts were 
from $300 through $499; the 
Century Club, from $100 
through $299. 


Beckett to Head ME 


Dr. Royce Beckett, director of the Rodman Laboratory at 
Rock Island Arsenal, has been named head of the 
Mechanical Engineering Department at Auburn Universitv. 


He succeeds Dr. Donald Vestal, 
who is returning to classroom 
teaching following a _ year’s 
leave of absence for professional 
study. 

Dr. Beckett, who assumed his 
position at AU this month, 
planned and directed the work 
of 750 scientists, engineers, and 
support personnel engaged in 
research, development, and 
engineering of weaponry for the 
Army. He was also technical ad- 
viser to the commander of Rock 
Island Arsenal, serving as 
senior scientist of an organiza- 
tion with a budget of over $100 
million and 4,000 employees. 


He holds a B.S. in mechanical 
engineering and an MS. in 
mechanics from the University 


of Illinois. In 1953 he received 
the D.S.C. in applied mechanics 
from Washington University in 
St. Louis, Mo. 

After receiving his doctorate, 
Dr. Beckett joined the faculty of 
the mechanics and hydraulics 
department of the University of 
Iowa, where he developed un- 
dergraduate, master’s, and doc- 
toral programs in solid 
mechanics. When he left in 1967

research, the research support 
of solid mechanics at Iowa State 
had increased from zero to an 
annual budget of more than 
$300,000, the faculty had ex- 
panded from one in 1953 to 
seven, and graduate students 
from none to 30 in 1967, under 
his direction. ,

FACULTY SURVEY—Are- 
cent survey shows that Auburn 
faculty members are intensely 
interested in students and 
teaching and highly motivated 
to become more effective 
teachers. But it also shows that 
teachers are concerned with the 
lack of scholarly seriousness of 
Auburn students; with the lack 
of a long-range institutional 
plan; with the present teacher 
evaluation methods; with the 
limited opportunities for inter- 
disciplinary programs, and 
with the emphasis on and 
rewarding of research and 
scholarship rather than 
teaching effectiveness. 

The survey of the faculty was 
made in conjunction with the 
Project on Institutional 
Renewal Through the Improve- 
ment of Teaching, in which 
Auburn is one of 16 institutions 
in the nation to participate. The 
survey was conducted at 
Auburn through the Office of In- 
stitutional Analysis, and accor- 
ding to its director, Dr. Gerald 
Lieschuck ’64, the most in- 
teresting revelation of the sur- 
vey is the faculty’s intense in- 
terest in teaching: “The faculty 
were highly positive on this 
point. Ninety-two percent 
agreed that they can’t seem to 
find time to do all the things 
they want to do. They indicated 
that their work is exciting, 
fulfilling, and has been 
successful. The faculty even 
rated teaching above family 


relationships as a source of per- 
sonal satisfaction.” 

That less than four percent of 
the faculty indicated a heavy in- 
terest in research at Auburn— 
which is regarded as a major 
research university in several 
areas—surprised_ the 
statisticians. “Six times as 
many—23 percent—showed a 
preference for teaching. The rest 
were interested in both, but lean- 
ed more to teaching than to 
research.” 

In other areas 89 percent of 
the faculty felt that the majority 
of their colleagues are genuinely 
interested in the academic 
progress of their students. Fifty- 
seven percent felt that less than 
half the students are interested 
in academic achievements. 


A profile of faculty 
characteristics shows: that 51 
percent of the faculty consider 
themselves politically indepen- 
dent. Of the others, 25 percent 
are Democrats and 23 percent 
Republicans. Fifty-four percent 
consider their political views 


moderate, 22 percent conser- 


vative, and 20 percent liberal. 


HIGH HONOR—Martial 
Honnell, Auburn electrical 
engineering professor, has 
received one of the highest 
honors in his profession: he has 
been elected a Fellow of the In- 
stitute of Electrical and Elec- 
tronics Engineers.

finding an approved internship 
program. 

“More places train medical . 
doctors than have acceptablein- _ 
ternship programs for lab 
techs,”’ according to Prof. — 
Wheatley. Lab tech internship 
openings are filled on a com- 
petitive basis and while a ma- 
jority of Auburn students 
graduating in laboratory or 
medical technology remain in 
the state—working in the - 
smaller community hospitals as 
well as the larger institutions 
throughout the state—many 
graduates have to wait awhile 
or find employment of some 
other sort before they are 
accepted into an internship 
program. 


More Professional 
Education Here 


“We have proposed to modify 
our present curriculum in 
medical technology to an in- 
tegrated program. This will re- 
quire Auburn to assume a 
greater teaching. role in the 
professional phase of training 
and this can be accomplished 
only with the additional equip- 
ment we have requested,” Prof. 
Wheatley said. As an example 
he said; “With the additional 
equipment and the integrated 
program in effect, Auburn 
would train lab tech graduates 
in a clinical situation for ap- 
proximately six months. At the. 
end of such a period, we here at 
Auburn would be able to place 
the student in an acceptable in- 
ternship program. The student 
would be assured of completing 
his education, receiving lab ex- 
perience, and completing hisin- - 
ternship for certification — 
without the threat of graduating 
and having no program at all to.

Here and There— 


Unadulterated Soul Food

One of the most costly errors in current 
educational theory and practice is the 
motivational fallacy: The pervasive belief that 
the prime obligation of a 
teacher is to create a desire to 
learn in the hearts and minds of 
his or her students. This 
fallacious concept drives many 
committed teachers and 
educational theorists to spend 
untold hours day after day, 
week after week, month after 
month, year after year, develop- 
ing ingenious methods of 
decorating, sugar-coating, and even camouflag- 
ing the educational fare to entice our little 
darlings to partake thereof. 

Virtually everything in our daily experience 
and in human history contradicts the notion that 
we need worry about instilling a desire for 
knowledge in any normal youngster: He comes 
into the world equipped with the kind of in- 
satiable curiosity that made our universal 
mother susceptible to the blandishments of the 
serpent in the Garden. From the time he learns to 
formulate sentences until he leaves home and 
even thereafter, he subjects his parents to an in- 
terminable barrage of questions in his quest for 
more perfect knowledge. 

If simple observation of the young people 
around us and recollection of our own lifelong 
striving for truth is not sufficient to convince us 
of the bountiful haman endowment of a desire for 
knowledge, we need only turn to any significant 
historical document and the comments of the 
sages upon it. Perhaps no other document is more 
appropriate for this purpose than the Bible: In 
one sense, the book of books in its entirety is simp- 
ly the record of mankind’s quest for knowledge— 
both forbidden and redemptive, practical and 
spiritual, ephemeral and enduring. 

And, despite its age, the Bible remains one of

the most challenging and relevant of books for 


untold millions. Many of us are fascinated not 
only by the Bible itself but also by commentaries 
that provide new insights into the wisdom for liv- 
ing and dying that it offers us. Lying before me 
now is Elie Wiesel’s Messengers of God: Biblical 
Portraits and Legends, a gripping work about 
Biblical heroes whose stories have informed and 
haunted me from the time of my earliest memory. 

Like other enduring works of religion, 
literature, history, and science, the Bible does not 
attempt to sugar-coat the facts about the beauty, 
complexity, and tragedy of human nature and ex- 
istence. Biblical writers employ the techniques of 
poetry not to decorate but to dramatize with the 
greatest possible artistic simplicity inspired 
messages to tell us what life is about, to admonish 
us about what to do and about what we cannot do 
with impunity. 

Thus, to me at least, the Bible’s enduring 
appeal suggests that the best way for educators to 
spend their time is to immerse themselves in life, 
their subjects, and the relationships of those sub- 
jects to the perennial questions of human ex- 
istence. Imbued with the resultant knowledge,

Gold in Junk Pile

You sometimes find the most intriguing things 
in junk piles. There came this anonymous voice 
over the phone the other Saturday morning, just 
after I had managed to get first one, and then, a 
while later, the other eye open. 

“Hey, down on South Gay, somebody’s throw- 
ing away a bunch ofold records and stuff, just pil- 
ing it out by the street...” 

‘Nuff said. As soon as I could get some clothes 
pulled on and the sleep washed out of my eyes, I 
hopped in my vehicle and tore off over in that 

on. 

And sure enough, just as the voice had said, 
there were stacks of old 78 records, from the vin- 
tage period of 1945 and 1946 and alongin there. A 
lot of them were broken — that’s the main hazard 
of fooling with old 78s; they’ll break if you look at 
them harshly. I don’t play mine as much as I’d 
like to, because I usually break about one out of 
four in the getting-out process. 

But there were some unbroken collector’s items 
in the garbage there, several Bing Crosbys, some 
Jimmy Dorseys, some Glen Grays, a couple of 
Chuck Wagon Gang classics, and even a very 
rare Asch twelve-inch 78 by Mary Lou Williams 
and Coleman Hawkins and some other all-stars 
that I was afraid was too warped to play, but it 
did play, and with remarkable fidelity, con- 
sidering everything. 

I put them all gently in the backend of my 
pickup and drove like an egg man back to 
Prestige Plaza, where I got out a sponge and 
eased the crud of several decades from the sur- 
faces of the records and put them on the machine. 

Then, as I listened, I looked through another 
treasure I had uncovered in the trash pile, the 
Billboard Encyclopedia of Music for 1946-47. 

It’s a huge volume (the eighth annual edition) 
that dealt with the entire music industry spec- 
trum of those years. 

There are sections about classical music, folk 
music, big band music, all kinds of music. And 
there are breakdowns into the music situations in 
radio (and even video) and in movies and on juke 
boxes (with full page ads showing the fantastic 
stylings of the various manufacturers’ — 
Wurlitzer, Seeburg, Buckley, Packard, Bally, 
Musicale, etc. — gleaming machines.) 

Other sections go into personal appearances 
and booking agencies and publishing and licen- 
sing and production of records and musical in- 
struments and sheet music... 

There are lists of radio stations and of the 
record shows they had on the air and of the live 
musical shows they had on the air. There are lists 
of artists and agents, lists of everything con- 
ceivably connected with the industry. 

And there are ads. Record companies are 
represented in one and two page ads that list 
every artist affiliated with them. Individual ar- 
tists have gigantic spreads that tell everything 
about the artist a body could possibly want to 
know. Just for a random example: “Tony Pastor, 
America’s foremost vocal stylist and his 
orchestra, featuring Tommy Lynn, the Clooney 
Sisters, Stubby Pastor. Direction: General Artists 
Corporation. In personal appearances (a list of 
the various hotels and ballrooms the band had 
recently appeared in) on the air (a list of radio 
shows on which the band had been featured); on 
records, Cosmos records all over the country; on 
Langworth transcriptions ....” 

And there was the inevitable list of the most 
popular records — week by week for the

But there’s something about Auburn that gets 
in your blood. There aren’t many events to equal 
the good old-fashioned hell-raising at Toomer’s 
Corner after a win, or any other time. There aren’t 
too many people friendlier than the Auburnites 


- who smile at perfect strangers just because 


there’s snow on the ground. And there are few 
sights more comforting than driving back from 
the fifth cup of Burger King coffee at 3 a.m. dur- 
ing finals and seeing every light on at Dexter 
Arms. | 

Auburn means studying among the azaleas in 
Samford Park in the spring and watching the 
leaves turning gold in the fall. It means Alabama 
jokes and Samford Tower and Saturdays at 
Chewacla. It means a thousand little traditions 
which I used to put down that now form a part of 
my life. 

Maybe it’s just senioritis, but Auburn has come 
to mean a lot to me. There was a time when I could 
hardly wait to get away, and now, for a military 
brat with no real roots, Auburn has come to mean 
home. And in that process, the South has become 
my home, too. 

Before I moved to Alabama all I knew of the 
South was George Wallace and the Grand Ole 
Opry. To put it mildly, I was not looking forward 
to living here. And after living in metropolitan 
Los Angeles, it was quite a change. But I’ve 
grown to love the peace and quiet ofthe Alabama 
countryside, the charm and politeness of the 
Southern people. Life is easy going here, with an 
acceptance that tomorrow will come without be- 
ing obsessed with it. 

There is a sense of tradition and community 
spirit, a pride in being “from” someplace rather 
than just “living” there. People have known each 
other for a long time, and the current of 
friendship runs deep. 

There are a lot of problems in the South—that 
can’t be denied. But it’s a place I’ve decided to call 
home and offer some contribution rather than 
moving on somewhere else—where there would 
still be problems, but there wouldn’t be the same 
spirit. 

So send my apologies to Jerry Brown—the 
Auburn spirit has done its job. I think I'll stick 
around Dixie for a while.

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An Alumnus Remembers Auburn from 1914-1919 - 


Today, William H. Philpot, Jr.,’19,is enjoying a retired life 
in Terry, Miss. He and his wife often think of Auburn, Ala.., 
and his family who once lived here and in nearby Macon 


- County. He is quick to explain 
that his family name is spelled 
with one ‘‘t,” and that thereisno 
relationship to Harry M. 
Philpott, the well-known presi- 
dent of the school Mr. Philpot 
attended and lovesso much. The 
Philpots were in Auburn and 
Macon County long before the 
War between the States, he ex- 
plains. 


Early Philpot 
at Auburn 


It is unusual to run across the 
name Philpot associated with 
Auburn in its early days, and 
quite unusual to find a very ac- 
tive son of a Confederate 
veteran, since that conflict end- 
ed some 111 years ago. Young 
William was born when his 
father, William H. Philpot, Sr., 
was about fifty years of age and 
he remembers much of theinfor- 
mation passed on to him by his 
father, the old confederate cap- 
tain, who now rests in 
Hurtsboro, Ala., following a 
long and eventful life in Macon 
County. 

It was natural that William, 
Jr., would come to Auburn to 
study, for his uncle, John New- 
man Philpot, owned property in 
the center of town in its very ear- 
ly days, and his father was 
much attached to the school as 
he lived nearby. At 81, William 
H. Philpot’s mind is keen and he 
loves to tell about the war, as 
related to him by his father, and 
about his experiences while a 
Student at Auburn.

Auburn in 1914 


Mr. Philpot writes in 
retrospect that, “It is May 1914, 
and I am a sophomore. We are 
standing at the west side of the 
bank building on College Street 
just across the street from 
Toomers Corner (at the present 
intersection of College and 
Magnolia) facing the campus. 
There you see a white fence cor- 
nering at a right angle, con- 
fining the campus. No, you say. 
There is an arch there, but you 
are wrong. That arch came three 
years later. Now let’s face down 
West Magnolia and commence 
to walk down the sidewalk (un- 
paved). Wesoon come to an alley 
entering behind the bank 
building and a grocery store. We 
cross this alley and you might 
say this is the Lambda Chi 
House, but you are wrong again. 
This is where the livery stable 
stands that is owned and 
operated by the Thomas Hotel.

‘““‘Dr.. McAdory was a 
humanitarian and an excellent 
teacher. He was very thorough 


in his work, yet kind in his con- . 


tact with his students—a 
wonderful man. Little could I 
see in those bygone days that 
some day when the name 
McAdory is mentioned, that 
some would remember him and 
see him as ‘brick and mortar’ for 
the building named for him. He 


was more than that to Auburn.” 


“Freddie married my good 
friend Lan Lipscomb, and I un- 
derstand that they contributed a 
good citizen to Auburn who is 
now operating his father’s drug 
store. I spent all my years at 
Auburn at ‘McAdory’s ranch’ 
with the exception of the spring 
of 1919, when I came back from 
the War. That spring I helped 
Professor Blake and stayed at 
his house and graduated in 
pharmacy in the class of 1919. 

‘“One day when Dr. Blake’s 
son Bobby was very small, Iask- 
ed, ‘What are you going to make 
out of Bobby?’ His answer was, 
‘I am going to pick out a well 
rounded course for him. I am go- 
ing to see him graduate, then I 
am going to carry him home and 
give him a good dinner, carry 
him then to the front porch and 
kick him down the steps.’ I un- 


derstand that Bobby is now the ° 


successful head of the Auburn 
National Bank in Auburn. 


Dr. Thach— 
‘Stern but True 
Friend’ 


“TI cannot close this 
‘retrospect’ without a word 
about Dr. C.C. Thach, president 
of the college while I was there. 
He was stern with me but un- 
derneath I knew he was a true 
friend. During my senior year he 
sent for me. ‘Philpot,’ he says, 
‘there is going to bea carnival at 


Opelika Saturday night, and I 


know that some of the boys are 
going up there. I want you to go 
up there and represent things. 
Go by the treasurer and get the 
necessary money.’ Iknewthatit 


was against the rules to leave 
the campus without permission, 


and understood his problem and 


concern. 

“Dr. Thach was right. When I 
arrived in Opelika in my well 
cleaned uniform, some 75 
students had broken through 
the gate and were now in the 
hands of the police. I explained 
that I represented the college, 
and they turned them over to 
me. My orders were ‘squads 
right, doubletime, march.’ When 
we got to the depot at Opelika 
their tongues were hanging out, 
and I told them to get back to 
Auburn and get their headsina 
book. Dr. Thach sent for me to 


give him a report. I told him I 
didn’t think he wanted the 
details. He pulled his long nose 
and said he did, but I insisted 
that the best interest of the 
college had been served. He 
pulled his nose again, and said 
‘I suppose so, Philpot. You'may 
go.’ He, of course, already knew 
the story. He just wanted to keep 
me on my toes.” 


The Philpot. story goes on at 
Auburn. One of his relatives is 
Mary Eleanor Grigg Vachon ’64 
who is married to Dr. Reginald 


Vachon ’59, an Auburn 
mechanical engineering 
professor. 


Letters to The Editor— 
Radios at Ballgames? 


October 28, 1976

Dear Dr. Philpott: 


I first met you when you spoke 
at the Riverside Baptist Church 
Loyalty Dinner in Jacksonville, 
Florida, in 1961. I was delighted 
when you assumed the 
Presidency of Auburn Universi- 
ty, and [have the utmost regard 
for what you stand for and what 
you have accomplished at 
Auburn. I also know that you 
have many more important 
things to do than spend too 
much time on my problem. I 
would, however, like to provide 
you the following information. 


‘During the Auburn-Georgia 


Tech game on October 16, 1976, I 
was approached by a security 
guard in the south stands and 
asked to discontinue listening to 
the football game over my radio. 
I was told that radios are not 
allowed in the stadium. In 
answer to my inquiry, the 
security guard advised that 
there had been no complaints by 


- other spectators. The only ex- 
‘planation I received was that, 


“It is printed on the back of the 
ticket and must be enforced.” 
The radio I was usingis the very 
small shirt pocket, transistor 
type with an earplug speaker. 


Information received from radio 
broadcasting people indicates 
that the presence of portable 
radios in the stadium can not 
possibly cause interference with 
the radio broadcasting 
operations during the game. Itis 
understood that the only way it 
could cause a problem is when 
such radios may be within in- 
ches of the microphone being 
used to broadcast the game. In- 
formation contrary to this is, 
however, printed. in Auburn 
football programs. 


Further information pertaining 
to this type of situation in- 
dicates that there are no such 
enforced restrictions for 
Alabama football games in 
Tuscaloosa. 


I can understand the restriction 
of the use of large portable-type 
radios which are bulky, without 
earplug speakers, and which 
may be used to listen to other 
games. These may be some of 


the original reasons for restric- 
ting radios at Auburn games. I 
do not, however, understand 
why very small transistor-type 
portable radios utilizing 
earplugs could possibly cause a 
disturbance which can justify 
confiscation of the radio battery 
(without receipt indicating con- 
fiscation) or a request on the 
part of the security guard in- 
dicating that noncompliance 
would result in the fan “having 
to take the radio back to the 
car.” The security guard did (1) 
ask me to take the radio back to 
my auto and when I declined to 


leave the action of the game, (2) _ 


confiscate the radio battery and 
refused to give me a written 
receipt indicating he had taken 
the battery. This incident oc- 
curred early in the game, and I 


observed him during the entire 


remainder of the game, until ap- 
proximately the last three 
minutes, patrol the aisles in the 
south stands and confront 
several other fans using 
earplug-type radios. Incidental- 
ly, his manner of approach was 
to tap the fan on the shoulder 
with his “night stick.” 


Please consider this letter asthe 
request of an Auburn fan anda 
member of the Auburn Alumni 
Association to “lift the ban” on 


the use of small, transistor, 
earplug-type radios at football 


games in Auburn.

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Disappointing Basketball Season— 


Looks Like the Cellar for Tigers 


_ Auburn’s basketball season has been a disappointment to _ 


all concerned as the Tigers continue to play in spurts— 


completely dominating their 


defense then allowing them to 
whittle away at the Tigers’ leads 
and more often than not allow- 
ing their opponents to go on to 
victory. Turnovers, mental mis- 
takes, and an inability to put 
together two complete halves of 
basketball have contributed to 
the Tigers downfall this season. 
Following the heartbreaking 
loss to Alabama in Auburn by 
the score of 74 to 71, the Mis- 
sissippi State Bulldogs came 
into Memorial Coliseum on 
January 5. Led by freshman 
Ricky Brown, a 6-10 center who 
has received praise from 
everyone from Sports II- 
lustrated on down, the Bulldogs 
won their first Southeastern 
Conference game by the score of 
81-79. Again, Auburn built 
several eight to ten point leads 
in the early going only to lead by 
four at the half. With 8:29 left in 
the game, Eddie Johnson, who 
has yet to return to his form of a 
year ago, stole the ball and laid 
itin to give the Tigers a six-point 
advantage at 64 to 58. 
_ However, State came right back, 
and on a three-point play by Al 
Perry the Bulldogs took a 76 to 
74 lead and never trailed again. 
For Mississippi State, it was 
Ricky Brown’s 26 points follow- 
ed by four other players in dou- 
ble figures which helped do in 
the Tigers. Auburn was led by 
Eddie’s 17 points, but Eddie got 
only 3 of 14 from the floor while 
going 11 of 12 from the line. Stan 
Pietkiewicz added 16 points 
__ while Myles Patrick came off 
_ the bench and scored 15 points.

(Bernie) King with 32 points and 
16 rebounds, the Vols easily 
handed Auburn its third con- 
ference loss by the score of 87 to 
79. Coach Bob Davis pointed out 
afterwards that, “we’re just 
playing for position now. Any 
chance for the SEC title is out of 
reach now, because three losses 
in the first three games in- 
dicates we aren’t capable of 
playing for the championship.” 
Ernie Grunfeld, the other half of 
Tennessee’s dynamic duo anda 
former Olympian, scored 23 
points and had seven rebounds. 
For Auburn it was Mike 
Mitchell’s 29 points followed by 
Eddie Johnson’s 19 and Stan 
Pietkiewicz’s 11. 

Staying on the road, the 
Tigers went into Athens, Ga., on 
January 10 and took out all their 
frustrations on the hapless 
Bulldogs. Mike Mitchell had his 
finest night of the season by ex- 
ploding for 40 points as Auburn 
handed Georgia a 95 to 71 loss. 
However, there were still shades 
of the typical Auburn perfor- 
mance as the Tigers moved out 
in front by 19 points in the early 
going and Georgia cut that lead 
to 11 at the half and then pulled 
to within five early in the second 
half. Auburn finally caught fire 
and went off and left the 
Bulldogs as if they were stand- 
ing still. Myles Patrick scored 12 
points and Stan Pietkiewicz and 
Eddie Johnson each had 11. 

The Tigers returned home 
January 15 to battle the then 
second-ranked team in the na- 
tion, Kentucky, and again the 
confines of home were not so 
friendly to the Tigers as the 
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ne Tigers prepare to take on Florida in Auburn. Stan injured the foot 
88ainst the Vanderbilt Commodores, but not before he had scored 21 points 
and Played what Coach Davis called, “his best all-around performance of 
College career.” Stan is not expected to be out more than three or four 


Wildcats posted a 75 to 68 win. 
Auburn trailed by only two, 66 
to 64, with a little over fiveanda 
half minutes to play. Then the 
Tigers hit that old familiar cold 
spell and went scoreless for the 
next four minutes as the Wild- 
cats built an eight point lead. 
Eddie Johnson led all Auburn 
scorers with 18 points while 
Jack Givens was high man for 
the Wildcats with 20. Kentucky 
had five players in double 
figures compared to Auburn’s 
three. Following Eddie in the 
scoring department for the 
Tigers was Pepto Bolden with 15 
and Stan Pietkiewicz with 14. 

The Vanderbilt Commodores 
came calling on the Tigers 
January 17 and the Tigers 
quickly welcomed the Vandy 
team by jumping out to a 21- 
point lead midway through the 
first half. But by half-time the 
Commodores had pulled to 
within 12 and with just under 13 
minutes to play in the contest, 
Vandy trailed by only two, 57 to 
55. Coach Davis explained, “We 
tried to protect our lead and 
that’s ridiculous. If you get a 
lead by playing fast then you 
keep on playing fast.’’ Auburn 
was able to hang on and down 
the Commodores by the score of 
74to69. Stan Pietkiewicz played 
perhaps his best game as an 
Auburn Tiger, scoring 21 points 
and grabbing six rebounds. Un- 
fortunately a bruised foot forced 
Stan to the bench late in the se- 
cond half although he suffered 
the injury in the early going. Ed- 
die Johnson, still having trouble 
shaking the slump he is in, 
scored eight points while Mike 
Mitchell had 18 and Myles 
Patrick 13. 

Auburn fell to 2 and 5 in the 
Southeastern Conference when 
Florida visted Auburn on 
January 22 and went home a 77 
to 73 winner. Florida took a 
seven point lead into the locker 
room at half and the Gators 
came out chomping in the se- 
cond half and built a 13-point 
lead with 13 minutes remaining. 
Auburn cut the lead to two but 
never overcame the powerful in- 
side game of the Gators without 
Stan Pietkiewicz’s outside 
shooting to draw them out from 
under the boards. Freshman 
Bubba Price turned in a stellar 
performance scoring 21 points 
to lead all Auburn scorers. Eddie 
Johnson and Mike Mitchell 
each added 17 points to the 
Auburn effort. 

Hitting the road once again, 
the Tigers went to Baton Rouge 
without the injured Stan, and 
before a regional TV audience 
Auburn lost to the LSU Tigers
